The School Board of Warren present the following report for 
the year ending Feb. 15, 1895: 


No. 1—Crtoven Disrricr. 
Nearly all of this school are of the primary grade—about 
one-half of them from the lower village. Very good progress 


was mrde under Miss Eastman’s tuition in both terms. 


No. 2—PRIMARY. 


The number attending in this department was smaller than 
usual in the spring and fall terms. Somewhat larger, though 
not up to the usual number, in the third term. Good order 
and readiness in recitation were found at each visit of the 


board. We regard this as a very successful school. 


No. 2—GRAMMAR. 


A fair measure of tmproyement was made in each of the 
three terms—the last term a decided advance in all the 
branches of study, especially in reading, arithmetic, grammar 
and algebra.
